The street, when paved will have a 
width of 56 feet, 20 feet of which 
the state will pay, 10 feet of which 
the county will pay, and the re- 
maining 26 feet, 13 feet on each 
side of the street, will be assessed 
the city and property owners.

property owners will be given 10 
y_ears_to. pay Uieir share, with in- 
terest at approximately 5 per cent. 
The ordinary 50 foot lot will cost

"government salt depot at Dharas- 
ana, where Mrs. Sarojini Naldu, 
the self-styled "modern Joan of 
Arc'1 and scores of others were 
arrested in a bloody clash between 
Independents and police earlier in 
the day. 


HAVE NEW LEADER 


Latest reports from Dharasana, 


now the focal point of the Nation- 
alist "passive rebellion," stated 
that V. J. Patel, Secretary of the 
Indian Nationalist Congress, had 
arrived there to carry forward the 
banner of Independence which fell 
from Mrs. Naidu's hands when she 
was taken into custody. 


The "passive resistance" of the 


Nationalists changed suddenly to- 
day into guerilla warfare. More 
than 1,500 raiders, led by the cour- 
ageous woman, attacked the salt 
depot, first trying to uproot the 
electrified barbed-wire entangle- 
ments which had been erected and 
then "attempting" to break through 
the lines of police and troops to

The Public Utilities Commission 


of Ohio has just ruled, in a case 
brought from Truriibull-co, that an 
electric . power company, which 
provides a rural line extension by 
contract with a limited number of 
subscribers who agree to pay the 
cost of the line construction, must 
furnish the service to other appli- 
cants after the line is installed, 
whether or not they agree to pay 
a portion of the construction costs, 
E. J. Bath, director of the Ohio 
Farm bureau legislative advised 
the Pickaway County Farm Bu- 
reau.

The .commission, in arriving at 


its ruling, declared suph line exten- 
sion to be the property of the pow- 
er company and to be maintained 
by it, and therefore subject to the 
law which provides that the uti- 
lity must render service to anyone 
requesting it, subject'to its'filed 
rate schedules and charges for ev- 
ery kind of service .it furnishes. 


This decision is important be- 


cause in most cases new subscrib- 
ers for current who have hereto- 
fore been forced to pay a share of 
the initial line construction cost, 
are now relieved of that expense.

The time to teach posture Is In 
early childhood. A child is easily 
taught to stand straight. 
E\ery 


child should be trained so that he 
will have a straight back and a well- 
poised head. 
At school your child may have 


come daily exercises in gymnastics 
to teach him bodily eierclse and 
hody poise. But if you do not en- 
courage him at home to practice the 
things he learns at school the chances 
are he will forget to apply them 
"What becomes habit with him now 
will probably last him as a habit 
through life 
Years of round shoulders, a bent 
back and slouchy bodily posture 
bring with them weak muscles of 
the stomach and intestines. Indiges 
tion and worse things are bound to 
follow. The lungs are restricted and 
cannot do their full duty. 
What is the correct posture? A 


correct standing attitude enables you 
to carry a book or other load on top 
of the head with perfect ease. The 
tack is straight, legs are straight, 
the abdomen is kept in, the head is 
erect and chin in.

Good posture gives
